As part of the integrity testing, she had to get her tanks
inspected. During the inspection, the inspector noted that her tanks didn’t have emergency vents on
them. Emergency vents prevent the tank from over pressurizing in the event of fire or blockage. It’s
not technically an SPCC deficiency, but we still follow up with them to make sure that they do what
the tank inspector recommends. So I will still make sure that she completes this, but Fran and I
thought it would be fine to move forward and finalize the ESA.
